1.758.000 acres compared with 4,277,- 
000 acres last year. The cotton acre 
ge this year la 2,029300 compared 
vith 2,891,000 last year. Peanuts and 
vheat are the only crops except cot- 
on which show a decrease in acreage 
his year. 
Peanuts are taking 
463,- 
100 acres this year compared with 
177.000 acres last year, while 
the 
vheat acreage this year is 62,000 com­ 
pared with 68,000 last year. 
But the 
interplanted acreage in peanuts this 
year (peanuts

crops) Is nineteen per cent 
greater 
this year than last, the interplanted 
acreage this year being 410,000 com­ 
pared with 364,000 last year.
